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International Programs 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
of Canada offers programs to encourage international 
cooperation between Canadian and foreign scholars and 
to help make the work of Canadian scholars better known 
abroad. These programs cover two main areas, inter- 
national representation and international cooperation, 
and are complementary to those offered by the Council 
through its national divisions (Research Grants, Nego- 
tiated Grants, Fellowships, Research Communications). 
Applicants should study the objectives and requirements 
of the national and international programs to determine 
which of them best meets their needs. 


In addition to its own programs, the Council administers 
several international scholarly exchanges on behalf of 
the Department of External Affairs and one scholarship 
program on behalf of the Government of Manitoba. 


This brochure describes all of the Council’s own inter- 
national programs plus those administered on a contrac- 
tual basis.

Citizenship requirements 
Except where programs specifically cover foreign 
nationals, applicants must be Canadian citizens. 


Travel Grants for International Scholarly 
Conferences 


The objective of this program is to enable Canadian 
scholars to contribute to significant international scholarly 
meetings on the advancement or exchange of knowledge 
inthe social sciences and humanities. It is intended to 
complement the program of Grants for International 
Representation, which is designed to assist Canadians 
active in the policy and managerial functions of inter- 
national scholarly associations. 


Eligibility 


Conferences 

Applications will be considered for both regular major 
international congresses and smaller more narrowly 
focussed international workshops and seminars. Only 
meetings held outside Canada are eligible. 


Candidates 

The program Is open to university and private scholars. 
Applicants must be planning to play an active rdle in the 
meeting. Priority will normally be given to those presenting 
a paper. 


How to apply 

Candidates may obtain application forms either through 
their university or by writing to the Council's Office of 
International Relations. The form will request information 
onthe applicant's qualifications and experience, on the 
nature and sponsorship of the meeting to be attended and 
the rdle to be played at the meeting, and the anticipated 
cost of air fare. Copies of invitation or acceptance letters 
as well as a précis of the paper should be attached where 
possible. Applicants will be asked to name two persons 
knowledgeable about the conference. For university 
scholars, the completed application form must bear the 
signature of the appropriate university official. All applica- 
tions must be submitted to the Council's Office of Inter- 
national Relations. 


The assessment process will involve evaluating the signi- 
ficance of each conference and selecting those applicants 
whose participation is most likely to reflect or stimulate 
high quality Canadian scholarship. As warranted, appli- 
cations for a given meeting will be assessed by scholars 
in appropriate fields of specialization. A selection commit- 
tee composed of scholars will be asked to adjudicate all 
requests in this program and that of Grants for Interna- 
tional Representation. 


Value of grants 

Grants will cover up to return economy air fare from the 
airport nearest the recipient's residence to the airport 
nearest the conference site, plus a daily subsistence 
allowance of $50 for the time of participation at the meet- 
ing, provided these costs are not met from another source. 


Reporting 
After the trip, recipients will be asked to submit an expense 


statement (including ticket stubs) and a completed ques- 
tionnaire on their participation at the meeting.

Travel Grants for International 
Representation 


Grants under this program, formerly administered by the 
Unesco division of the Canada Council, are to assist 
Canadian scholars who hold office in international schol- 
arly organizations in the social sciences and humanities 
to attend management and policy meetings of these 
organizations. Grants may cover travel for: 


®@ Canadians holding high office, such as president or 
treasurer, in an international organization: 

@ Canadian members of governing boards of interna- 
tional organizations for attendance at executive meet- 
ings; 

@ Canadians holding key ad hoc positions, such as 
chairman of a working group on international profes- 
sional standards or on the preparation of a congress. 

Eligibility 

Organizations 

Meetings may be sponsored by member organizations of 

the International Social Science Council, International 

Council for Philosophy and Humanistic Sciences, or Inter- 

national Council for Scientific Unions (where not covered 

by the National Research Council). Meetings of other, 
international scholarly organizations — including major 

Commonwealth, regional or francophone organizations — 

may be considered, provided these bodies are of recog- 

nized scholarly importance and have as a main objective 
the furtherance of advanced scholarly research ina social 
sciences and humanities discipline. Organizations will not 
ordinarily qualify if members are drawn primarily from 

Canada and the United States. 


Candidates 

The program is open to both university and private scholars. 
Applicants must have been selected to perform a leading 
executive réle for an eligible international organization. 
Normally applicants will be expected to have close ties 
with the Canadian affiliate, although individual specialists 
who have been selected to serve in a personal capacity 
on invitation from a major international organization may 
also be supported. 


How to apply 

Application forms may be obtained from the candidate’s 
university or from the Council's Office of International 
Relations. Applications must include information on the 
candidate's background and experience and his réle in 
the international organization, details about the nature and 
structure of the international body and the purpose and 
duration of the meeting, and a copy of the letter of invita- 
tion from the international organization. Where appropriate, 
applications should be endorsed by the president or secre- 
tary of a Canadian learned society as well as by the 
candidate’s university. 


Adjudication 

Staff of the Office of International Relations will submit 
complete and eligible applications to the same committee 
that will review applications under the program of Travel 
Grants for International Scholarly Conferences (described 
inthe preceding section). The committee will consider the 
global or regional effectiveness of the international organ- 
ization concerned and the significance of its operations 
for Canada, the importance of establishing or maintaining 
a Canadian presence, and the probable influence of the 
Canadian participant. 


Value of grants 

Grants will cover up to return economy air fare from the 
airport nearest the recipient's home to the airport nearest 
the conference site, plus a daily subsistence allowance 
of $50 for the time spent as a participant at the meeting, 
provided these costs are not met from other sources. 


Reporting 

After their trip, participants will be asked to submit an 
expense statement (including ticket stubs) and a com- 
pleted questionnaire on their participation at the meeting. 
A copy of the latter may subsequently be transmitted to 
the executive of the appropriate Canadian learned society. 


Closing dates (effective 1980) 


Application Decision Conferences held in

Aid to International Secretariats 


A modest program of assistance |s available to a small 
number of international scholarly organizations for their 
secretariats during the time they are located in Canada. 
Grants are intended to help defray general administrative 
costs and will be awarded for a period no greater than the 
length of time between international congresses of the 
association. The Council will consider applications for 
renewal along with new applications, but the program is 
not intended to support any secretariat indefinitely. 
Eligibility 

Organizations of approved standing (as outlined under the 
eligibility requirements for the Travel Grants for Interna- 
tional Representation, see page 4) must have an estab- 
lished secretariat which is or will be located in Canada, a 
Canadian as a senior executive officer and, as an affiliate, 
at least one established Canadian learned society. 


How to apply 

Applications should be made by letter, with supporting 
documents. These should include information on the acti- 
vities and achievements of the international association in 
promoting international research and scholarship; the 
names of affiliated Canadian learned societies and the 
number of Canadians who are affiliated with the interna- 
tional organization, either through these societies or 
directlv; the number of Canadians involved in the asso- 
Ciation’s activities in the promotion of scholarship; the 
sources and application of the secretariat’s funds for 
recent years, and those projected for the years for which 
Support is sought; and the size of the overall budget of the 
association for the relevant years. 


Value of grants 

The amount of support will reflect the needs of the secre- 
tariat for general administrative expenses and the limita- 
tions of the Council's overall budget for the program. No 
single grant will exceed $15,000. 


Reporting 

Organizations which receive a grant will be asked to 
submit, at the end of the fiscal year, a financial statement 
showing how the funds awarded were used. 


Closing date 
January 15, for decision in March. 
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Grants to facilitate international 
collaborative research 

The aim of this program is to encourage Canadian scholars 
to collaborate with scholars in other countries on research 
projects of mutual interest through joint international 
seminars or through consultations on collaborative pro- 
grams of research. Distinctive features of the program are 
its focus on joint or parallel research projects and its 
emphasis on sustained collaboration and reciprocal 
support. 

Eligibility 

Activities 

Support is offered for small seminars, workshops or collo- 
quia organized jointly by Canadian and foreign scholars to 
discuss, coordinate or evaluate cooperation on specific 
research topics or themes. These meetings may be held 
either in Canada or abroad and may involve scholars from 
one or more foreign countries. It is expected that about 
half of seminar participants will be Canadians. One Cana- 
dian must act as principal organizer and one foreign 
scholar must assume a similar role as co-sponsor. Semi- 
nars will not be considered eligible for both this program 
and the Conference Grants program of the Council's 
Research Communications Division. 


Support is also offered for consultations between Canadian 
and foreign scholars on joint or parallel research projects 
in progress or planned. Consultations at any stage of the 
research process may be considered. 


Candidates 

Private scholars and those on the faculty of a Canadian 
post-secondary institution are eligible. Established Cana- 
dian scholarly societies and institutions may apply for 
seminar support. A foreign scholar, learned society or 
institution must Co-sponsor an application for a seminar. 
For consultation grants, scholars in each country must be 
independently engaged in shared fields of research out of 
which joint or independent publications may ensue. 


How to apply 
Application forms are available through the universities 
and from the Council's Office of International Relations. 


Seminars 

The form will request information on the qualifications and 
experience of the participants in the seminar, and on the 
structure and purpose of the meeting and its relation to 
the research of the participants and the scholarly work in 
the area concerned. Agenda details and, where appro- 
priate, abstracts of papers to be prepared and discussed 
will be submitted, plus a budget indicating all anticipated 
costs and revenues. Applications will be supported by the 
signature of the foreign co-sponsor, formally concurring 
with the details of the proposal and indicating the extent 
of the financial commitment he is seeking. 


Consultations 

Applicants must describe the rationale for the collaboration 
in terms of its contribution to their own research objectives 
and provide information about the nature, purpose and 
duration of the proposed consultations. Except for applica- 
tions for brief exploratory visits, evidence should be pro- 
vided that the foreign party is prepared to collaborate 
actively. 


Adjudication 

All applications should be submitted to the Office of Inter- 
national Relations. Candidates whose requests are ineli- 
gible or incomplete will be so notified. As warranted, appli- 
cations will be evaluated by independent experts, but the 
final adjudication will be done by a committee of scholars 
who will rank submissions according to their scholarly 
quality and the results expected from the international 
collaboration. 


Value of grants 


Seminars 

Grants may cover economy air fare for seminar partici- 
pants, subsistence of $50 a day, and limited administra- 
tive costs. Foreign sponsors are also expected to con- 
tribute support, although the forms of reciprocal support 
may vary with each case. Normally, for bilateral seminars 
held in Canada, travel costs of foreign scholars should be 
paid by the co-sponsor, some provision for cost-sharing 
for third-country scholars may be negotiated where 
appropriate. For example, the Council may consider 
granting an amount that would match funds raised by the 
co-sponsor for third-country scholars. For seminars held 
in the co-sponsor's country, the co-sponsor will normally 
be expected to provide subsistence allowances for Cana- 
dian and third-country participants. In some instances, 
foreign scholars attending seminars in Canada may 
receive a small travel allowance to enable them to visit a 
number of universities, give lectures, meet other scholars 
and participate in other scholarly activities. 


Consultations 

These grants will cover travel and subsistence costs for 
Canadian scholars. It is expected that the participating 
foreign scholar(s) will obtain funds from sources in their 
own countries. Canadian applicants may also request 
limited funds for other expenses occasioned by the colla- 
boration — such as additional communications costs, 
secretarial assistance and photocopying. The direct costs 
of research projects are not covered under this program. 


Reporting 
Grant recipients will be asked to submit to the Office of 
International Relations a financial statement and support- 
ing documents, plus a report on the activities. A seminar 
report should outline proceedings and results. 





Closing dates 

There will be two closing dates, September 1 and January 
1. Decisions will be announced about two-and-one-half 
months after the closing date: November 15 and March 15. 


Formal Bilateral Exchanges 


The Council has entered into formal bilateral agreements 
with research organizations in four countries: the Soviet 
Union, Japan, France and Hungary. Although the specific 
terms of these agreements vary, a common general pro- 
cedure is followed: each party to the agreement selects 
and nominates participants from its own country to the 
other party, which approves and makes administrative 
arrangements for the visit of the successful nominees. 


There is also a common pattern in the provision of benefits: 


the host country provides assistance toward the living 
costs of visiting scholars during the period of their stay, 
while the sending country pays for international travel. 
Participants are expected to have an income other than 
the living allowance granted by the host country. Direct 
research costs are not covered under the exchange pro- 
grams: Canadian applicants should apply to other pro- 
grams of the Council for such support. 


Applications submitted by Canadians under these pro- 
grams are first screened by the Council, usually in 
consultation with a selection committee composed of 
Canadian scholars. Successful applicants are then nomi- 
nated for acceptance by the foreign country. The complete 
process takes about six months, and applicants should 
take this into account when planning the starting date of 
their work. 


Application forms are available from the Council's Office 
of International Relations. 


Agreement between the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council and the 
Centre national de la recherche scientifique 
(CNRS) of France 


The purpose of this agreement is to facilitate scholarly 
cooperation in the social sciences and humanities in 
research programs of common interest. In particular, it 
provides for the exchange of researchers who are partici- 
pants in or who wish to undertake joint research ventures 
involving Canadian and French scholars or teams of 
scholars. Successful candidates are encouraged to give 
seminars, participate in research conferences and visit 
other researchers. Grants are not intended for persons 
pursuing a university degree. 


Application procedures 

Canadian candidates must submit applications to the 
Council by September 1 or January 1. The Council will 
announce its nominations about three months later. Con- 
firmation of acceptance in France can be expected about 
six months after the deadline date. 


Applications should contain information about the nature 
and scholarly significance of the joint research in progress 
or proposed and the role to be played by the various parti- 
cipants in the project; the names, qualifications and affilia- 
tions of participating French researchers and evidence 
that they have agreed to receive the applicant; and infor- 
mation about the purpose, dates and cost of the proposed 
visits. 


Terms of awards 


Tenure 

A total of 35 research-months is available annually to 
Canadian participants. Visits should not normally be of 
less than three weeks’ duration. 


Subsistence allowance 
The CNRS will pay Canadian scholars in France 200 francs 
a day, and up to 3,950 francs a month. 


The Council will pay French scholars in Canada $50 a 
day, and up to $1,005 a month. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country will pay return economy air fare 
between the applicant’s permanent residence and his 
destination in the host country. No provision is made for 
travel of an applicant’s spouse or dependents. 


The host country will pay for the grant holder’s internal 
travel, if such travel is essential to the research as des- 
cribed in the proposal and is approved before the grant 
holder's arrival in that country. 


Medical and hospital services 

Under certain conditions, the host country will assume 
medical and hospital expenses for grant holders and 
accompanying family members during their stay in that 
country. 


Agreement between the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council and the 
Academy of Sciences of the USSR 


This agreement is part of the General Exchanges Agree- 
ment between Canada and the Soviet Union and aims to 
facilitate contacts and exchanges between specialists in 
the social sciences and humanities. Under the terms of 
the agreement, the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council of Canada and the Academy of Sciences 
of the USSR may each exchange annually up to 10 
scholars to conduct research or, on invitation, to give 
lectures. Grants are not intended for persons pursuing a 
university degree. 


Application procedures 

Canadian candidates must submit applications to the 
Council by October 1. The Council will announce its nomi- 
nations about two months later. Confirmation of accept- 
ance by the Academy cannot be expected before mid- 
March. 


Applications should provide justification for the proposed 
trip to the Soviet Union and describe the work to be done 
during the visit. Where possible and relevant, applicants 
should identify as precisely as they can the specific 
sources (libraries, archival collections or other) to which 
access is sought and any contacts already established 
with Soviet scholars. 


Note: 

Successful applicants under this program will be based in 
a research institute affiliated with the Academy of Sci- 
ences. Candidates who wish to be based in a university or 
another organization affiliated with the Ministry of Higher 
and Secondary Specialized Education should apply under 
the exchange program which the Council administers on 
behalf of the Department of External Affairs (described 
later in this brochure). The same selection committee will 
examine requests under both programs and will review 
each applicant’s placement request in the light of the 
requirements of the proposed program of work and the 
facilities offered by the Academy and the Ministry. The 
Council reserves the right to allot applications to one 
exchange or the other in the light of the selection commit- 
tee’s advice and of making the best overall use of the two 
programs. 


Terms of awards 


Tenure 

A total of 20 research-months is available annually to 
Canadian participants. Visits should not normally be of 
less than three weeks’ duration. 


Subsistence allowance 
Canadian scholars: accommodation costs plus 12 rubles 
a day from the Academy of Sciences of the USSR. 


Soviet scholars: accommodation costs plus $20 a day 
from the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 


Photocopying allowance 

lf necessary to the research program, the receiving party 
will provide an allowance of up to $200, or the equivalent 
in rubles, for duplication and photocopying of materials. 


Medical and hospital services 

Under certain conditions, the host country will assume 
medical and hospital expenses for grant holders and 
accompanying family members during their stay in that 
country. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country will pay for return transportation not 
exceeding economy air fare to the point of arrival in the 
host country (Montreal in Canada, Moscow in the USSR). 
The receiving country will pay for internal travel considered 
essential to the research as described in the application 
and approved before the grant holder’s arrival in that 
country. 


No provision is made for travel of an applicant's spouse 
or dependents. 


Agreement between the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council and the 
Japan Society for the Promotion of 
Science 


The agreement between the Social Sciences and Human- 
ities Research Council and the Japan Society for the 
Promotion of Science is intended to develop scholarly 
relations in the humanities and social sciences between 
Canada and Japan. The two parties have agreed to ex- 
change scholars for short periods to lecture, give seminars 
and share information in their fields of studies. In addition, 
a junior scholar, normally at the post-doctoral level, may 
conduct research for a longer period under the super- 
vision of a host professor. 


Application procedures 

Canadian candidates must submit applications to the 
Council by October 1. The Council will announce its nomi- 
nations about two-and-one-half months later. Confirma- 
tion of acceptance in Japan can be expected by mid- 
February. 


Applications should contain justification for the proposed 
trip to Japan as well as a description of the work to be 
done during the visit. Applicants should indicate what 
contacts, if any, have already been made with Japanese 
scholars. 


Terms of awards 


Tenure 

A total of 18 research-months is available annually to 
each country. Visits must be of at least three weeks’ dura- 
tion. 


Subsistence allowance 

For less than one month the rate is $53 a day or 16,000 
Japanese yen: for longer stays the rate is $891 a month 
or 240,000 Japanese yen. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country will pay for return travel not exceed- 
ing economy air fare to the most distant destination in 
the host country, and the receiving country will pay for 
internal travel considered necessary for the accepted 
program of work and approved before the award holder's 
arrival in that country. 


Medical and hospital services 
The host country will assume the cost of medical and 
hospital services for award holders. 
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Agreement between the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council and the 
Academy of Sciences of Hungary 


In February 1979, the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council of Canada signed an agreement with 
the Academy of Sciences of Hungary to encourage 
development of scholarly relations in the social sciences 
and humanities between Canada and Hungary. As a first 
initiative, the two parties agreed to exchange scholars to 
lecture, give seminars and to share information in their 
fields of studies. Initially, one scholar at the post-doctoral 
level will also be able to conduct a research program 


under the supervision of a professor from the host country. 


Application procedures 

Canadian candidates must submit applications to the 
Council by October 1. The Council's decision will be 
announced about two months later. Confirmation of 
acceptance by the Hungarian Academy cannot be ex- 
pected before mid-March. Applications should provide 
justification for the proposed trip to Hungary and describe 
the work to be done during the visit. Applicants should 
indicate what contacts, if any, have already been made 
with Hungarian scholars. 


Terms of awards 


Tenure 

A total of 18 research-months is available annually to 
each country. Visits should normally be of at least three 
weeks’ duration. 


Subsistence allowance 

In Hungary, the Academy will provide accommodation 
plus a daily living allowance of 200 forints for stays of up 
to one month or 5,000 forints a month for longer periods. 


In Canada the allowance for subsistence and housing is 
$50 a day for stays of up to one month and $891 a month 
for longer periods. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country will pay return transportation not 
exceeding economy air fare to the exchange scholar's 
main place of tenure. The receiving country will pay for 
internal travel considered necessary for the accepted 
program of work and approved before the award holder's 
arrival in that country. 


Medical and hospital services 

The receiving country will assume costs of medical and 
hospital services for award holders and accompanying 
dependents. 


Exchange of researchers with France 


The cultural agreement between the Government of 
Canada and the Government of France provides for a 
program of exchange of research scholars in all disci- 
plines. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council of Canada administers research exchanges with 
France inthe social sciences and humanities. Exchanges 
in the physical and biological sciences and engineering 
are administered by the Natural Sciences and Engineer- 
ing Research Council (100 Sussex Drive, Ottawa, Ontario 
K1A ORB). 


Grants are awarded for research at the post-doctoral level 
and not for pursuance of a university degree. 


Application procedures 

Canadian candidates should submit applications to the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council by 
October 1. The Council's nominations will be announced 
by early December and final confirmation of acceptance 
in France can be expected by early February. 


Applications should provide justification for the proposed 
trip to France as well as a description of the work to be 
carried out during the visit. Applicants should indicate 
what contacts, if any, have already been made with French 
scholars.

Terms of award 


Tenure 

An annual total of 50 research-months is available to 
Canadian scholars; the total for French scholars is 30 
research-months. Visits by Canadian scholars should be 
of at least three weeks’ duration. 


Subsistence allowance 
Canadian scholars: 150 francs a day, up to 3,000 francs a 
month, from the French Government. 


French scholars: $34 a day, up to $680 a month, from the 
Canadian Government. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country will pay for return travel (economy 
alr fare) from the permanent residence of the scholar to 
the capital of the host country. The latter will pay for inter- 
nal travel if it is considered essential to the research as 
described in the application and is approved before the 
grants holder's arrival in the host country. 


No provision is made for travel of an applicant's spouse or 
dependents. 


Medical and hospital services 

Under certain conditions, the host country will assume 
medical and hospital expenses for grant holders and 
accompanying family members during their stay in that 
country. 


Exchange of researchers with the GSSR 


The General Exchange Agreement between the Govern- 
ment of Canada and that of the Soviet Union provides for 
a program of scholarly exchanges in all disciplines. Ten 
junior and ten senior scholars may be exchanged each 
year. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council administers the selection of senior scholars (in 
the social sciences and humanities only) and the place- 
ment in Canadian institutions of both senior and junior 
scholars from the Soviet Union. Canadian candidates for 
the junior exchange (covering all disciplines) are selected 
by the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada, 
International Programs (151 Slater Street, Ottawa, Ontario 
K1P5N1). 


Application procedures 

Deadlines and application procedures for this program 
are the same as those described above in the Agreement 
between the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council and the Academy of Sciences of the USSR. 


Applicants interested in the exchange with the Ministry of 
Higher and Secondary Specialized Education (MINVUS) 
are advised, when planning their research program pro- 
posals, to take into account the following facts: 


@ the Ministry is primarily responsible for universities; 
placements and consultations outside universities are 
difficult to obtain. 

e the Ministry prefers placing candidates for periods 
during the academic year, which runs from September 
1 to April 30; research programs may however extend 
beyond the academic year if they begin in March or 
early April. 

@ jin 1980, the exchange will be seriously affected by the 
Olympic Games. Applicants should not propose to 
conduct research between April 30 and September 
30, 1980: 

@ applicants are requested to submit a separate copy of 
their data-sheet, in Russian, for every institution they 
wish to visit. 
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Terms of awards 


Tenure 

An annual total of 40 research-months is available to 
Canadian scholars under the senior exchange. Visits 
should be of at least three week’s duration. 


Subsistence allowance 
Canadian scholars: accommodation costs plus 12 rubles 
a day from the Soviet Government. 


Soviet scholars: accommodation costs plus $20 a day 
from the Canadian Government. 


Travel allowance 

The sending country will pay for transportation (economy 
air fare) to and from the main place of tenure in the host 
country. 


No provision is made for travel of an applicant's spouse 
or dependents. 


Medical and hospital services 

Under certain conditions, the host country will assume 
hospital and medical expenses for grant holders and 
accompanying family members during their stay in that 
country. 


Exchange of lecturers and students with 
the People’s Republic of China 


The general exchange program between Canada and the 
People’s Republic of China provides for an exchange of 
professors and students. Three to six scholars may be 
invited to conduct a three-month lecture tour in the host 
country and carry out research. Chinese scholars visiting 
Canada are usually specialists in Chinese civilization, 
language or literature. Canadian scholars going to the 
People's Republic of China are specialists in the teaching 
of English or French as a second language. In addition, 
25 students from each country are exchanged each year. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
of Canada administers this program. The Chinese scholars 
are nominated by their own Government and the Council 
makes the necessary arrangements with the Canadian 
institutions concerned. 


The counterpart of this program — i.e., Canadian profes- 
sors and students visiting the People’s Republic of China 
— is administered by the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada, International Programs (151 Slater 
Street, Ottawa, Ontario K1P 5N1). 


Terms of awards for Chinese visitors 


Subsistence allowance 
Professors: accommodation plus $30 a day from the 
Canadian Government. 


Students: accommodation plus $240 a month from the 
Canadian Government. 


Travel allowance 

The costs of travel to and from Canada are paid by the 
Chinese Government. Costs of necessary travel within 
Canada are paid by the Canadian Government. 


Other allowances 
The Canadian Government will assume costs of medical 
and hospital services, as required.
